Use of Typhoid Germs. 


A lengthy recitai of how Dr. Hyde 
obtained typhoid and diphtheria germs 
of Dr. E. L. Stewart and the appear- 
ance of typhoid fever in the Swope resi- 
dence followed. This typhoid could net 
heve come from the water used, it was 
said, because the water came from a 
cistern and was well filtered. It was 
on the occasion of Dr. Hyde taking din- 
ner with the Swope family on Nov, % 
that he is thought to have spread the 
germs, it was said. 

(Chrisman Swope’s death was touched 
lightly upon, and then the State came 
te the alleged attempts of Dr. Hyde 
to: poisen Margaret Swope. Three in- 
dictments are pending against him on 
this. charge and until today little. was 
known of the testimony of witnesses 
that led to the indictment. This is the 
story briefly, as told by Reed: 

On Dec. 2 Miss Swope was stricken 
with typhoid. Dr. G. T. Twyman was 
placed in charge of the patiept. One 
night, while the girl was supposed to 
be almost recevered, a nurse learned 
that Hyde had given the girl a hype- 
dermic injection. 

Contradicted by Patient. 

When asked why he had made the in- 
jection, Hyde replied he had given her 
only some oi! of camphor for intermit- 
tent pulse. Miss Swope denied that the

“How or why we do not know, nor, 
perhaps will it be necessary to investi- 
gate, but while it bugied the books of 
account of Brecklein were not burned, 
and these books disclosed that on Dec.

In closing his address Mr. Reed ex- 
plained that Dr. Hyde was being tried 
only for the murder of Col. Swope.

"There will doubtiess be pr@of that ty- 
phveid inoculation of the Swope family 
could have occurred without the inter- 
vention of Hyde. If that should be es- 
tablished, then the question must be de- 
termined, or may have to‘be determined, 
as to whether or nét it was so intro- 
duced, or whether it was the result of 
the manipUilation: of the typhoid germs 
received by the defendant from Dr. 
Stewart.” 

Dr. G T. Twyman, who was the 
Swope family physician, and who was 
wanted as a witness, is not likely to be 
able to testify: His testimony is im- 
portant, but Prosecutor Virgil Conkling 
“says it is. not essential, as the facts to 
which he would testify can, in the 
main, be told hy others. 


Twymar Out of Case. 
Dr. Twyman, who is in a local hos- 


pital suffering from acute diverticulitis, 
underwent. a sudden relapse iast night 
and his recovery is doubtful. Should he 
recover eventually, physicians do not. be- 
lieve he will bé able to leave the hos- 
pital within two weeks. The State is 
expected to complete its testimony in 
the case in this time. The defense will 
not agree to Dr. Twyman testifying aft- 
er the State has closed its testimony. 

Dr. Twyman was for a time associated 
with. Dr. Hyde in caring for Col. Swope, 
Hyde being merely an assistant. : Dr. 
2wyman was not present when the 
fatal attack came and the death certi- 
ficate was signed by Dr. Hyde. 

All the witnesses were excused today 
until 9 a. m,. tomorrow, except Mrs. 
Hyde and Mrs. Logan Swope. J. G. 
Paxton, of counsel for Mrs. Swope and 
executor of the estate, also was permit- 
ted to remain in the court room, al- 
though a witness. 

The trial probably will continue a 
month.

LOSES. FORTUNE 
BY COURT DECREE 


Proceeds of Alleged Fraud 
Must Revert. to Govern- 
ment, Is Decision. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—Dis- 
missed from the army and put into 
the penitentiary for his alleged con- 
nection with the fraud on the gov- 
ernment in the improvement of the 
harbor ef Savannah, Ga., former 
Capt. Oberlin M. Carter had a $400,- 
000 fortune swept out of his hands 
today as.a further outcome of; that 
transaction. ‘ 

This was the result of a decree by 
the United States Supreme Court. 

The decree was based on a claim 
against Carter for an equitable account- 
ing for the money he had gotten fraud- 
ulently, it was charged. 

Fraud in Harbor Work. 

The claim of the Government was that 
Carter, as an army engineer, in charge 
of the improvements in the harbor at 
Savannah, Ga, with Greene and Gay- 
nor, contractors, defrauded the Govern- 
ment by manipulating the specifications 
and the letting of the contracts, so as 
practically to prevent competition and 
thereafter superintending the perform- 
ance of the work in such a manner as 
to allow faulty construction. 

It is said thereby the Government lost 
more than $2,000,000. Of this amount it 
is alleged Carter got one-third. This 
suit was brought to obtain the sepuri~ 
ties and real estate in which it’ was 
said this money was ‘invested. 

Relatives Are Accused. 

L. D. Carter of Oakland, Ill., an uncle 
of Capt. Carter, and I. 8, Carter of Chi- 
cago, @ brother, were charged with aid- 
ing him to conceal the alleged fraudu- 
lently acquired funds and with having 
in their possession real estate and other 
property purchased with the money in 
question, 

The Circuit Court held sthat the con- 
tractors had realized excessive profits 
and that they had divided them with 
Robert F. Westcott of New York, Car-+ 
ter’s father-in-law, now dead, and as 
@ conclusion of law Carter must be held 
chargeable with knowledge of what was 
being done in the premises. 

Upon this conclusion it was held the 
United States should recover. ¢

$8,000,000 More Needed. 

In’ the estimates submitted to the 
Board of Public Improvements by Boller

with railroad and wagon approaches, in 
addition to the $3,500,000 bond issue au- 
thorized in June, 1006. { 

The contracts for the plier’ were let 
for $478,400 and for the superstructure 
of the bridge at $1,449,688, or about 15 
per cent below the engineers’ estimates. 
In the letting of these contracts about 
$200,000 was saved,’ and it is estimated 
the Iron Mountain easements will re- 
sult in saving $100,000 more.

Co. for $12,000 an acre for seven and 
one-half acres needed for approaches on 
the East Side and $150,000 for land dam-

Wants Money Availiable. 

“TT do not wish to begin work on 
either the railroad or wagon approaches 
until I have the money in hand to 
complete both,” said Mayor Kreismann. 
“The only way to get the required 
money is by a bond issue. It will make 
provision for such a large sum out of 
the municipal revenue. 

“We will have about $300,000 more rev- 
enue from the increased assessments, 
but that will fall $600,000 short of interest 
and sinking fund on bonds already is- 
sued. We will therefore have to find 
some other way of getting’ money to 
complete the bridge.” 

Mayor Kreismann would not listen to 
a suggestion made by Frank H. Gerhart 
of the United Free Bridge Conimittee 
and the Real Estate Exchange that 
the money now available be used for 
buying land and building a railroad ap- 
proach on the East Side. : 

Weuld Buy Land at Once... 

Gerhart declared he would not oppose 
a bond issue to raise money to complete 
the bridge, if it is necessary. : 

‘‘What money we now have,” he said, 
“ought to be used for buying land for 
both railroad and wagon approaches in 
East St. Louls and for building the rail- 
road approach. 
money to build the bridge we should 
issue bonds, but I think we ought to 
go ahead and protect our rights in East 

“Tt it is found after: buying the land 

and building the east railroad approach 
that we are not going to have morey 
enough to complete the bridge,’ then’ I 
am in favor of more bonds."’ 
The engineers estimated that the eom- 
plete cost of the railroad bridge, with- 
out wagon approaches, will be $4,097,086, 
or $607,086 more than the money avail- 
able for the entire bridge. They esti- 
mate the cost of the bridge with wagon 
approaches alone will, be $3,751,088, -er 
$251,088 “in excess of the bond issue.

Col: Laird Declares That He 
Has No One in Particu- 
lar in Mind.-

say informal meeting of the Police 
Board was called for Monday afternoon 
to name a successor td former Com- 
missioner George FP. Jones, resigned. 
There ig little doubt that the nominee 
of the Board will be promptly appointed 
to the vacancy by Gov. Hadley. This 
procedure constitutes a new departure, 
as it virtually transfers the appointing 
power from the Governor to the Police 
Commissioners. 

“T have no candidate,” said former 
Judge Matt. G. Reynolds, before the 
meeting. He was appointed last week 
by Hadley to succeed Theodoric R. 
Bland. 

‘‘That’s the last thing in the world I 
would have,” continued Judge Reynolds. 
“And and I can’t say who will be named 
because I have no idea myselif.’’ 

“Mayor Kreisamann and Mr. Teich- 
mann have been invited to attend the 
meeting,”” said Judge Reynolds, “and 
they may help choose the new commis- 
sioner, if théy want to.” 

Col. Laird returned Sunday night from 
the .Shriners’ convention at New Or- 
leans and issued a positive denial of 
rumors that he intended resigning from 
the board. His statement raises anew 
the question as to how the offices of 
vice-president and purchasing member 
vacated by the resignations of Bland 
and Jones, will be filled. 

The appointment of their successors 
does not carry with it an appointment 
to their offices. It is possible that all 
offices may. be declared vacant and a 
new slate elected, in which case Judge 
Reynolds is being boomed by his friends 
to succeed Col. Laird as president. - 




















Col. Laird Pleased. 

Col. Laird telephoned to the Govern- 
or Sunday night an expression of his 
pleasure at the appointment of Judge 
Reynolds. “He is an old friend of 
mine,” said Col. Laird Monday, “and I 
can think of no man in St. Louis whom 
I had rather have on the board with 
me.” 

Judge Reynolds, directly after his ap- 
pointment, declared that Col. Laird was 
one of his best friends and that he 
hoped the reports of his intended resig- 
nation were groundless. 

Col. Laird discounts the rumors that 
Chief of Detectives Smith is to be dis- 
missed from the department of reduced 
in rank because of his activity in the 
Creecy céurtmartial. 

“There has béen some _ agitation 
against Smith,” said the board presi- 
dent, ‘“‘but no definite charges have ever 
been brought against him. If they were 
he would be tried like any other mem- 
ber of the department and if they were 
proved he Would be dismissed. 

“When I first became a member of 
the board Chief Creecy © complained 
against Smith: I toid him that if he 
had any charges against the detective 
chief he should bring them. Creecy 
replied: ‘I will bring charges of in- 
subordination against him in two 
weeks.’ But up to the time of his own 
suspension he failed to do so.” 

In a statement at Jefferson City, 
Gov. Hadley declared that he considered 
a board of five members, such as that 
of St. Louis, too Jarge and unwieldy. 
He said a board of three members 
would be better, and that one commis- 
sioner only would be best of all. 

Creecy is at his home on Marmaduke 
avenue after a week's outing on his 
farm in Pulaski County with Circuit 
Attorney Jones. He said he had no 
definite plans for the future, but hoped 
during the week, after consulting with 
his friends, to find work.
